Didsbury RCMP are say¬ 
ing arson was the cause 
of a fire that gutted a trail¬ 
er, and a shed belonging 
to another residence at 
the Didsbury Mobile 
Home Park Sept. 16. 

A female from Didsbury 
was passing the trailer 
when she noticed smoke 
and reported it to the 
authorities at approxi¬ 
mately 9:30 p.m.

gency response officials 
arrived on scene, the trail¬ 
er was fully engulfed. 

The RCMP confirm that 
nobody was inside the 
burning trailer, and that it 
had been vacant for 
weeks prior to the fire. 

Supervising officer Cst. 
Robert Newton said 
approximately 30 minutes 


intentional 

after the Didsbury volun¬ 
teer fire department put 
out the trailer fire, a sec¬ 
ond blaze was lit at a util¬ 
ity shed on a property 
adjacent to the initial fire. 

“The two fires are 
believed to be related,” 
said Newton. 

After the fire officials 
left, shed owner Mark 
Toner said he went to 
bed, only to receive word 
from his neighbour that 
his shed was now on fire. 

Toner says two days 
after the fire to his shed, 
his lawnmower was 
stolen from what was left 
of the burnt structure. 

"It takes away the com¬ 
fort level of being in your 
own home," said Toner. 

“Especially when after 
that happens someone 
starts stealing from you." 

Material samples from 
the trailer fire are being 
tested for accelerants. 

The RCMP along with 
fire officials are continu¬ 
ing a joint investigation 
into the arson. 

Presently, investigators 
have no witnesses to 
either arson. 

No further details have 
been released. 

Police are asking any¬ 
one with information on 
the fires to contact them 
at 335-3382.

New residents to wait eight months 


(her 140 people fill a list waiting for post office (P.O) 
boxes in Didsbury. 

The wait for Didsbury residents trying to leave the gen¬ 
eral delivery system is approximately six to eight months 
long, according to Teresa Williams, a spokesperson with 
Canada Post. 

She says, regarding any potential for relieving the con¬ 
gestion with a new building, an analysis has not been 
done on whether or not the Didsbury structure needs to 
be replaced. 

"They’ll have to do a full-fledged analysis to determine, 
can it be expanded, or can we do something else on the 
property?" she said. 

“We do recognize that there is a concent in Didsbury.” 

Williams says there is a similar problem in other central 


Alberta towns. 

“It’s bittersweet. The growth is good for Alberta, hut at 
the same time it has other implications and other con¬ 
cents." 

Currently, general delivery recipients will need to con¬ 
tinue to wait their turn. 

Lyle Schulz is a Didsbury resident who is happy to get 
off the waiting list. 

He recently received a P.O box after applying for one 
when he and his family moved to Didsbury seven months 
ago. 

Changing his address to general delivery for the receipt 
of hills and personal mail took approximately seven 
months, he said. 

“By the time we finally got our address changed to gen¬ 
eral delivery, then we got a box and had to do that all over 
again." 

And when he forgot to provide his new address with 


someone, mail was sent hack. 

“One of my paycheques got sent back, because it was 
sent to general delivery and we were at the point where 
we weren’t with general delivery anymore," he said. 

Also an inconvenience for general delivery mail partici¬ 
pants is how uneasy it is to get mail, said Schulz. 

“You have to wait in a line with other people waiting for 
their general delivery mail, as well as waiting in line for 
people who want to send parcels, people who want to 
send stamps, people who want to do anything at the 
counter." 

Williams says Canada Post is looking at options for 
Didsbury residents to pursue. 

“We would be open to any suggestions that our cus¬ 
tomers may have in the area," said Williams. 

“In the meantime we need to look at some measures 
that we may be able to take to help resolve some of these

In the late 1950s, western Canada 
suffered from a shortage of teachers 
and across the Atlantic ocean a 21- 
year-old was taking notice. 

Already honing his craft at a school 
in his native England, Ian Taylor was 
far from ready to plant roots. 

At the time, educational publications 
were packed with advertisements 
intended to lure foreign teachers to 
the west. The first one Taylor spotted 
said in bold letters, “If you can’t teach 
in the land of the moose - no weak¬ 
lings need apply.” 

Taylor showed it to the headmaster 
at the school in which he was teach¬ 
ing, who quickly dismissed it as sensa¬ 
tional advertising. 

But a short while later Taylor found 
a more appropriate ad that led him to 
Saskatchewan, followed by a stop in 
High Prairie before landing in 
Carstairs. 

Taylor was elected by acclamation as 
trustee for Didsbury wards with 
Chinook’s Edge School Division during 
the 2007 municipal election nomina¬ 
tion day Sept. 17. 

This is Taylor’s third term as a 


trustee, who ended a two-term run as 
Carstairs trustee in 1998. 

At the time, voting boundaries were 
unconventional and one of the last 
acts committed by Taylor as trustee 
was heading a committee that helped 
revamp the boundaries to those recog¬ 
nized by rural school buses. 

After the change was implemented, 
Taylor’s area overlapped with 
Didsbury whose trustee was Roy 
Brassard. 

Brassard was trustee for Didsbury 
for nine years, before being deemed 
ineligible to hold the position when 
the Red Deer Catholic School Board 
extended to Didsbury in 2006. 

Brassard is a practicing Catholic, 
which under the Alberta School Act, 
restricts him from holding a trustee 
position for a public school board in 
an area where a Catholic school board 
is active. 

Since that point, Brassard has 
entered a complaint with the Human 
Rights Commission of Alberta. 

Taylor, who calls himself a friend of 
Brassard’s, mainly after spending time 
together carpooling to Innisfail for 
board meetings, says he applauds the 
stand he’s taken in the case.

While chugging along to my 
destination, music playing, and my mind filled 
with story ideas for the paper, if not for my reli¬ 
able breaks - a moose would have come through 
my windshield. 

And the scary thing is, it happens so quickly. 

You don’t see lowered arms like at a busy rail¬ 
road, protecting you from being pulverized. 

Nor will a troop of children in bright orange 
vests and small red stop signs give the moose a 
safe opportunity to cross. 

Moose are on their own schedule, and if loiter¬ 
ing on a dark farm road is their preferred activity 
of the evening, that’s what they’ll do. 

Whose going to tell him to get out of the way? 

While slamming fender into four-legged is 
unpleasant in almost any circumstance, the idea 
of hitting a moose, which is not unlike a kicking, 
flailing brick wall, would leave a much more 
gravely result. 

As I screeched to a hault, inches from the docile 
behemoth, my mouth filled with my thumping 
heart, I sat in awe. 

I had seen moose on television, and while know¬ 
ing they were large animals, I had the silly miscon¬ 
ception that they would be slightly bigger than a 
deer. 

Both in height and mass, the deer I often see 
skip across the road don’t hold a candle to the 
towering animal with a rack that nearly reached 
the width of the road it stood on. 

Hearing that moose have a short temper, I was 
careful not to disturb it. 

Eventually, after looking down at my car and 
seeming more unimpressed than anything, it 
snorted and sauntered off the road. 

Many people forget about wildlife that call the 
count ryside near Didsbury home. That’s apparent 
with the lengthy list of animal - specifically deer 
versus vehicle incidents in the local police report . 

While I mentioned my meeting with a moose, 
deer crashes can be just as devastating.. 

With deer it’s important to note that they move 
in groups. Seeing one blaze across the pavement 
unscathed, may mean its friends and family aren’t 
far behind. 

It’s sometimes scary to think as you’re pushing 
100 km/h, that with out hint or preview, something 
may try and cross. Moose and other antlered ani¬ 
mals don’t understand t he concept of waiting at a 
crosswalk. 

As we fly down the roads, the animals we share 
the area with have to be a consideration, both for 
their safety and yours. 

Sure, mistakenly clipping a rabbit may be a blip 
on the radar screen of your day, but if you ever 
meet the moose I met, staying conscious of road 
activity may save you a trip to the insurance com¬ 
pany and more importantly a trip to the emer¬ 
gency room.

Mayor candidates discuss Didsbury vision 

Doctor shortage a worry

Over the next three weeks, Brian Wittal and incum¬ 
bent Dorothy Moore will he campaigning in a race to 
be elected Didsbury mayor in the 2007 municipal elec¬ 
tion. 

Wittal, who served as Deputy Mayor over the past 
term says he feels it’s time for change and says under 
his leadership council will build better relationships 
with residents, administration, the Chamber of 
Commerce, other municipal councils in Mountain View 
County, Provincial Ministers, MLAs and the Calgary 
Health Region. 

“A new face with new ideas can and will bring new 
opportunities to our town,” he said. 

“Regional prosperity will be key to sustaining 
Didsbury’s future growth and success. 

We need to continue to build better relationships 
with the councils in the region to ensure we explore all 
options for inter- municipal cooperation,” said Wittal 

“I have received a lot of support from various coun¬ 
cillor’s from within the region to run for mayor of 
Didsbury because they say it is time for new leader¬ 
ship to help take relations to a new level.” 

Prior to being elected mayor in the previous munic¬ 
ipal election three years ago, Moore sold real estate for 
about 15 years, where she says she was able to learn 
what Didsbury residents liked and didn’t like in town. 
Moore obtained her Master of Business administration 
degree in 1997, studying Didsbury’s financial situation 
compared to similar sized towns. 

“Didsbury’s future did not compare well,” said 
Moore. “Our debt levels were extremely high, and our 
high costs did not allow enough for responsible long¬ 
term maintenance of our infrastructure. 

I knew what other towns had done, and I wanted 
Didsbury to have a prosperous future. 1 knew I could 
help Didsburians realize their hopes for the town. I 
need one more term to accomplish the structure for 
long-term quality growth and prosperity for Didsbury.” 

Moore says she has laid the foundation for a bright 
future for Didsbury. 


Didsbury’s debt servicing costs took 52% less of the 
revenue in 2006 than they did in 2001 and cash 
reserves are 6.5 times the 2001 levels, said Moore. 

“All of our financial indicators show Didsbury’s 
progress,” she said. 

“Six years of working with the county and neigh¬ 
bouring towns have brought together a new partner¬ 
ship aimed toward prosperity for all residents.” 

Moore says the proposed annexation, which is the 
first Didsbury has seen in over 40 years, was an impor¬ 
tant move for the current council. 

“Didsbury can now say that it has a lot to offer 
prospective residents and businesses. We already 
have exciting proposals being planned for develop¬ 
ment of all types of property- residential, commercial

and industrial. I have not finished what I started yet,” 
she said. 

Wittal also sees the importance of the annexation 
proposal saying he wishes it could have come earlier. 

“I would have liked to have seen annexation happen 
sooner which would have allowed the town to take 
advantage of missed opportunities over the past two 
years,” he said. 

Another issue both mayor hopefuls have on their 
minds is the shortage of doctors in town. 

Wittal says, if elected he will help to recruit three or 
four new doctors to Didsbury to expand the medical 
services provided in town. 


“We need to work better with the Calgary Health 
Region to attract and retain doctors and staff to 
Didsbury to enhance the overall medical services that 
can be provided at the hospital for the benefit of the 
entire region," he said. 

Moore is optimistic about the town adding more doc¬ 
tors, saying the annexation should play a positive role. 

“1 believe that we will be successful in our efforts to 
recruit and retain doctors. We have created a better 
environment for businesses to grow and prosper.” 

Moore says she needs one more term to finish the 
work she started. 

“I believe that I have listened to what Didsburians 
hoped for and have done my best to build a bright 
future for Didsbury. I am not quite finished the job. 1 
ask that I be allowed to put the rest of the policies and 
plans in place to ensure that Didsbury is second to 
none in Alberta,” she said. “My perspective has been, 
and will continue to be ‘Taxpayers First.’ I promise 
to represent Didsbury taxpayers to the best of my abil¬ 
ity at council, to administration, to the region, to the 
province and to the federal government.” 

Wittal has roots in Didsbury and says he is commit¬ 
ted to the community. 

“This is our home and 1 want to help Didsbury reach 
its full potential," he said. 

“I want to ensure the growth in Didsbury is managed 
properly to ensure we maintain the small-town feel 
and historical atmosphere that Didsburians cherish. 

I will continue to work hard to attract doctors to 
Didsbury to bring a greater level of health services to 
our community. 

I will work to bring new commercial business to our 
town to help build a greater economic base for the 
future.” 

Moore and Wittal will participate in an all-candidates 
forum hosted by the Didsbury Chamber of Commerce 
Oct. ;i. 

Incumbent Councillors: Bob Davidson, Gayle Veno, 
and Ernie Ryckman, joined by newcomers Gail 
Nowlan, Jason Brander, and Rick Mousseau were 
elected by acclamation on nomination day Sept. 17.

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Rural women’s outreach program mobilizes city services

A women’s rural outreach program is being offered 
by Central Alberta agencies to offer support to women 
and families dealing with domestic violence. 

The new program, which is a joint project from 
Central Alberta Women’s Emergency Shelter (CAWES) 
and Central Alberta Women’s Outreach Society 
(CAWOS), will be an extension of services and 
resources offered for rural women in many Alberta 
communities. 

“What we would like to do, because so often people 
are faced with certain barriers to get to Red Deer for 
services, is remove some of those barriers and one of 
the ways we are going to be doing that is by coming to 
the community to offer outreach support,” said Barb 
Barber, executive director of CAWOS. “We are looking 
at dealing with a combination of a few things, support¬ 
ing women and their families experiencing domestic 
violence and/or identifying their needs and con¬ 
cerns...doing some crisis intervention, supporting indi¬ 


viduals who have housing related issues or basic needs 
concerns and supporting individuals that may have 
some legal concerns." 

Barber says the outreach program will be a mobile 
version of the service they provide in Red Deer trans¬ 
ported into individual communities.

one of the issues women face so if we can flip that 
around and make it accessible to people then I think it 
will be easier to access these services." 

Barber says the program will provide practical sup¬ 
port to individuals residing in the rural communities 
that are experiencing barriers to accessing services 
due to isolation, lack of transportation to services in 
larger centres, housing crises and domestic violence 
issues. 

“What we are trying to do is work really closely with 
the services that are already in the communities now 
and see one, what can we do to support those services 
and two, what can we do to fill in some of the gaps,” 
said Barber.
